was probably originally a picture of St. Clare holding the 
monstrance with which she is said to have repulsed the Saracens 
who attacked her convent; a later hand has given to this 
picture the name of Rabiah of Basrah, a saintly Muslim lady 
who died 185 (801 A.F.); (2) a series of seven fine portraits 
(belonging to the early part of the 18th Century) of the Mughal 
Emperors, Akbar, Jahangir, Aurangzib and Bahadur Shah, 
with his two sons Azim al-Shan and Jahandar, and one of the 
nobles of his court, the celebrated Nawab Zulfigar Khan ; 
(3) a portrait of Asad Khan, one of the chief ministers of 
Bahadur Shah, and the father of Nawab Zulfiqar Khan ; 
(4) a portrait of Zinat al-Nisa, one of the wives of Aurangzib, 
and mother of Prince Muhammad Kam Bakhsh, signed by 
the artist Aiyyub; (5)<portrait of Kalim (ob. 1062 AF} 
a poet at the court of Shah Jahan. Among the imaginary 
pictures is one of Sadi, two of Ibrahim Adham (Leigh Hunt’s 
Abou Ben Adham), and one of Mas’ud Salar Ghazi (nephew 
of Mahmud of Ghazni) who was killed in battle with the 
Hindus at Bahraich (1033 A.H.), where his tomb is still held 
in great reverence. Among the other pictures are several 
finely executed Zenana scenes, and unnamed portraits of 
Indian noblemen ; a rhinoceros and an escaped elephant, etc. 
The names of the calligraphists are given—’Abd al Qadir al 
Harawi, and Muhammad M’asum (a specimen of whose 
writing is preserved in the British Museum (Or. 4937).

LETTERS AND MANUSCRIPTS RELATING 
TO AMERICA. 


CHARLES SPENCER, THIRD EARL OF SUNDERLAND (1674-1722), 
Statesman and Bibliophile, from whose papers the following lots 
are taken, was the second son of Robert Spencer, second Earl 
of Sunderland. He entered Parliament in 1695, married Anne 
Churchill 1700, thus gaining the support of Marlborough, 
through whose influence he was appointed Secretary of State 
for the Southern Department in 1706; dismissed by Queen 
Anne im E710. became First Lord of the Iteasury in 1716: 
but on account of the threatening attitude of Walpole and 
the general feeling that he was largely responsible for the 
South Sea fiasco, was forced to resign in 1721. Asa politician 
he was honest and zealous, but cross-grained and _ tactless. 
As a bibliophile, he will always be famous as the founder of the 
Sunderland Library. 


The Papers relate principally to the preparations for the pro- 
jected expeditions against the French in Canada and Nova 
Scotia in 1708-9 which had to be abandoned for the time 
being for lack of the promised support from Britain, much to 
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the disgust of the Colonial Governments associated in the 
venture, who had been put to much trouble and expense in 
making their preparations. The necessary ships and men 
could not at that time be spared from England as they were 
more urgently required in Portugal. In 1710 the Provincials 
successfully captured Port Royal in Nova Scotia and the 
following year the postponed big expedition was secretly sent 
out from England and sailed against Quebec, the Fleet under 
Admiral Sir Hovenden Walker and the military forces under 
Brigadier General John Hill. The whole expedition was 
wrecked by a storm at the mouth of the River St. Lawrence, 
after which the venture was entirely abandoned and peace 
was restored by the treaty of Utrecht in 1713.
